den exhibits, canned fruits and veget- 
ables, bread and scones, wheat and 
grain, were all well represented, but 
the frost of last month had evidently 
been felt by a very large number of 
exhibitors and this section was not up

The live stock was well looked after. 
The entries were very large and the 
animals of a very high standard, a 
large number of them coming from 
various remote points which repre- 
sented well the splendid cattle of the 
province, while the horses were speci- 
ally fine animals of various breeds a 
great many being purebreds of: great 
value.

This Is How Lord Shaugh- 
nessy Views Nationaliza- 
tion of Railways 


GIVES WARNING WORD 


Must Be Certain as to Policy 
or They “May Come a 
Cropper” 


TORONTO, Aug. 26—Lord Shaugh- 
nessy is not opposed to nationalization 
of railways, He said so, but in rather 
mild words, when he officially opened 
the 41st Canadian National Exhibition 
today. His reference to the Canadian} 
tranepcrtation problem was brief, 

“I don't want it to be understood 
that IT am opposed to the nationaliza- 
tion of railways. When people want it 
——we are a democracy —they must 
thave it.” (Applause). 

“But when the time comes for us to 
formulate a policy on that important 
matter we should be sure, or we may 
come a cropper.” 

He said that the experiment that the 
United States took in taking control 
of all its railway systems should be of 
interest and value to Canadians, 

Lord Shaughnessy also made a plea 
for the unity of Canada. Canadians 
were made up of many creeds and 
races, and mutual goodwill and co- 
operation were necessary to build up 
a happy and prosperous Canada. We 
also pleaded for better understanding 
between capital and labor. The Rail- 
way War Board was setting a good 
example in this regard. He hoped 
other industries would follow the lead 
of all the railways in arriving at an 
agreement. 

Spirit Behind it Counts 


“Perhaps the spirit in which the 
issue is approached may have a lot to 
do with it,” he said. 

“In the past each side has approach- 
ed the other with the idea of granting 
only the minimum. If we cone only 
reserve that and grant. Jmaximym.”

Speaking before a crowded audience 
at the Dairy building, Lord Shaugh- 
nessy said in part: 

“In the past 36 years I have had 
some opportunity to assist in the de- 
velopment of Canada, to bring immi- 
grants to her shores and to cultivate 
large areas‘of her territory. An un- 
selfish directorate and a loyal staff 
made all these ventures possible. The 
success of Canada has been the suc- 
cess of the Canadian Pacific. 

“IT am afraid that I will not be able 
to aid very much in the task your 
address has set me in regard to the 
war problems. Advancing age pre- 
cludes that, but anything I can do for 
my adopted country I will only be glad 
to do.” 

Tide Has Turned In War 


Lord Shaughnessy said the tide had 
turned in the war. The foe had lost 
the offensive and the Allies would now 
hold it. Post-war problems had to be 
considered, 

“All that skill and science can do 
should be done for our wounded men, 
Some of them will no doubt go on 
farms. I hope they will. But I fear 
they will not be numerous. 

“It would be futile for me to esti- 
mate how quickly the men will come 
home after the war is over. Should 
they return at the rate of 30,000 a 
month, it would take ten months to 
bring our forces home. That would 
mean a large problem in the handling 
of s0 many men.” 


EXPORT OF CANADIAN 
SILVER IS BARRED 


OTTAWA, Aug. 26.-—-Export of Ca- 
nadian silver coin, silver bullion and

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 26.—(4 p.m.)—With 
the battlefront widened by a surprise 
attack in the north, so that it now 
extends ali the way to the river 
Scarpe, the British again have made 
steady progress eastward all day long. 
The enemy's resistance, offered on 
many sections, has taken on more and 
more the aspect of rearguard actions 
—stubbornly fought—but  neverthe- 
less rearguard, actions.

BRITISH FLIERS 
FOUGHT WAY 
TO MANNHEIM 


Seven Downed But Others Caused 
Serious Damage to Chemical 
Factories 


LONDON, Aug. 26.—(Reuter's).— 
The British Independent Air Force, op- 
erating on the West air frent, lost sev- 
en airplanes in te bombing of Mann- 
heim last ursday. The outstanding 
feature’ of the exploit was the heroic 
determination of the British squad- 
rons. They were heavily attacked as 
they flew to their objective. They 
knew that equally stern fighting would 


await them on their way back, but 
nothing daunted them. 
“It takes more than the risk of 


danger to halt British airmen when 
they have made up their minds to 
reach their objective,” said one of the 
air officers. The odds were on the! 
yerman side, but the British airmen | 
reached Mannheim and did their job. | 

Newspaper editorials point out that 
the bombing was well worth the risk, 
for Mannheim is the centre of the 
great chemical industry and the raid is 
believed to have done damage which 
will compel the German armies, for a 
time, at least, to do without supplies 
of war chemicals from that quarter, 
The British aviators did not suffer 
without hitting back, the newspapers 
also pointed out, for three German 
fighting planes were brought down. 

Officially it is noted that the Ger- 
mans are making most determined ef- 
forts to protect their towns by concen- 
trating large numbers of fighting ma- 
chines and anti-aircraft guns. Com- 
menting on the raid a British air offi- 
cer said today: 

“We suffered losses but we won 
splendid victory. We set out to bomb 
Mannheim and no German efforts 
could frustrate our intention.”

Leads Troops in 


Into Heart of 


WITH THE CANADIAN FORCES, 
Aug. 256--(By J. F. B. Livesay, Cana- 
dian Press Correspondent)-——Numerous 
| stories are coming to hand of itndivid- 
ual gallantry and initiative in the ‘field 
during the recent fighting east of 


Amiens. A Manitoba battalion was 
held up in an attack on Foquestcourt, 
which lies within the old Somme 
trenches and was very strongly held 
by an elaborate trench system of ma- 
chine guns and wire. Realizing, how- 
ever, that the capture of the strong- 
hold was essential to the success of the 
entire operation, the commanding offi- 
cer collected all the men available and 
personally led a dashing assault into 
the heart of the enemy position. A 
tank coming up, he headed this 
through the streets and his example 
#0 inspired all ranks that their advance 
was irresistible and after the village 
had been mopped up the battalion 
consolidated a position to the east and 
held it against ali counter-attacks for 


two days. 

A central Ontario battalion § did 
equally good work in front of Beau- 
cour on August 8 The cavalry had 
been held up here by converging ma- 
chine gun fire from the south of the 
Roye road and the woods to the north 
and east, The battalion was similarly 
held up, but its commanding officer 
realized that the key to the position 
was a small wood to the northeast, 
which was alive with machine guns 


Dashing Attack 
emy’s Position 


Taking advantage of the emoke screen 
afforded by a burning tank he led in @ 
hastily collected party and rushed the 
wood, capturing 16 machine guns. The 
battalion then took the town with @ 
dash, the enemy retiring routed. 

Very brilliant work was done by the 
scouting officer of a British Columbia 
regiment throughout the operations of 
August 8 to 10, On one occasion he

|chine gun which was holding up the 
advance. He shot two of the crew 
and took the other two prisoners but 
received a severe wound himself. 

These cases of single-handed attac#s 
on machine gun positions are by no 
means rare, The corporal of a western 
Ontario battalion on August 9 worked 
his way up to a disused trench to an 
enemy machine gun post, which he 
bombed, killing two, and taking four 
of the crew prisoners. He then turned 
the gun on the retreating enemy.

| MARTIAL NAMED 


Composition Of Military Court 
To Try Defaulters Under 
Draft Act. 


The composition of the 
general court martial which will deal 


with defaulters under the 
Service act in Alberta, is announced 
by Ottawa. 

The list was submitted by Col. Geo. 
Macdonald the D.O.C., and has been 
approved by Ottawa, as follows: Pre- 
sident, Lieut.-Col. E. F. Mackie, Lord 
Strathcona Horse; members, Major R. 
B. Eaton; First Depot Battalion; Maj- 
or W. J. Shortreed, 101st Fusiliers; 
Captaln George Bain, No. 18 District 
Depot; and Captain Sawley, No. 13 
District Depot. 

A couple of waiting or deputy mem- 
bers have also been appointed. These 
are Major C, W. James and Major J. 
L. Gibson both of the First Depot 
Battalion, 

Major J. M. Careon, the assistant 
judge advocate-general of M. D. No. 
18, has been appointed the judge ad- 
vocate of the court, and Major R. T. 
D. Aitken, assistant director of stores 
and transports here, will act as prose- 
cutor. 

According to the information that 
has now been received at Calgary, de- 
faulters under the Military Service 
act and all who refuse to obey the law- 
ful commands of the military authori- 
ties will be sentenced to penal seryi- 
tude for life. This, it is understood, 
will include conscientious objectors. 

For some time past the maximum 
penalty inflicted in such cases has 
been two years less one day, but it 
has been apparent that such a sent- 
ence has not in any sense acted as a 
deterrent. “The extreme penalty of 
the law,"’ the announcement from Ot- 
tawa states, will be put into effect.

tion. His prominence in the legal 
profession, both in Ontario and 
Alberta, his appointment as K.C, 
in both provinces, years of ser- 
vice as an elected bencher of the 
law society in Ontario, all seemed 
to point towards the position of 
Attorney-General, 

Hon. A. G. MacKay is a native 
of Grey county, Ontario. He was 
ealled to the bar in 1891 and for 
twenty years practised law in On- 
taria. From 1894 to 1902 he was 
Crown Attorney for Grey county. 
He resigned this position to con- 
test North Grey for a seat in the 
He was suc- 
cessful in redeeming an extremely 
adverse constituency, These were 
the days of speedily succeeding 
and keenly contested elections in 
that province. He was elected in 
five contests between 1902 and 
1912, his majorities runing 5, 71, 
269, 271, 741. After coming to 


| Alberta in 1912 he resigned his 


position as member for North 


|Grey, and in the by-election that 


followed the district went Con- 
servative by 587 majority. 
tering the Ontario House in 1902, 
he was called to the ministry in 
1904, and held the position of 
Minister of Lands, Forests and 
Mines until the defeat of the Ross 
government in 1905. The Liberal 
party in Ontario had _ subse- 
quently as leaders, each for a few

months, Hon. G. W. Ross and 
Hon,,;Geo..P..Graham,.after which, 
Hon. A. G. MacKay was leader 
until 1912, when he moved to Ed- 
monton. 

Mr. MacKay was appointed a 
member of the special committee 
of the House that took evidence, 
heard deputations and revised the 
whole assessment system of the 
province. He was also appointed 
a member of the commission that 
revised and consolidated the On- 
tario Statutes during the years 
1910-12. 

In 1913 he was elected as mem- 
ber-for the Athabasca district, 
and ever since has taken an active 
and fairly independent part in the 
work of the Legislature. He is 
generally credited with drafting 
much of the advanced legislation 
passed during the Sifton regime 
—to his credit are generally 
placed such measures as the Di- 
rect Legislation Act, the Elevator 
Act, the Machinery Bill, the In- 
surance Act, the Cow Bill, and 
many others. 


His work in the local Legislat- ; 


ure during the past five years in- 
dicates clearly that he is of a 
quite independent turn of mind. 
From time to time during the past 
five sessions he has frankly and 
freely criticized government 
measures and actions as fearlessly 
as if they came from the oppo- 
sition. He is essentially a party 
man, but not a partizan. No other 
man in the Legislature has had 
such a wide experience in parlia- 
mentary work, and he doubtless 
will be a decided strength to the 
government.

Another fact notable from the|

Western Canada. The Western 
Provinces contain but one-third 
| the population of the Dominion. 
| They provided volunteer recruits 
|in the earlier years of the war out | 
|of all proportion to their popula- | 
tion, Yet under the method adopt- 
edin the Military Serviee Act 
jthese provinces are also required 
|to provide approximately one of | 
;every two men drafted. That the 
; Western provinces contain more 
}men of military age in proportion 
to population than do the older 
iprovinees is true, and had the ques- | 
tion of exemption been decided by 
the same tribunal or by the same 
conditions everywhere in Canada 
any disproportion between the 
numbers drafted in western and | 
eastern Canada would have to be| 
attributed to this fact. Exemption, 
however, was not everywhere | 
granted by the same tribunals, nor 
upon the same conditions. The ex- 
empting power was put in the 
hands of local tribunals, governed 
by local sentiment. Where that 
sentiment was strongly in favor of 
conscription, as in the Western | 
| provinces, men were conseripted. | 
Where that sentiment was against | 
conscription, as in many parts of 
|the eastern provinces, men were 
exempted. The aggregate result of 
this discriminative application of 
the exempting power is shown in 
| the fact that from the one-third of 
{the population living west of the} 
| Great Lakes one-half of the draft- | 
jed men have been taken, despite the | 
fact that this area also provided 
{thousands more than its quota to 
|the volunteer army, 
This official statment, like its 
| predecessors, confirms the view! 
|that the Military Service Act is 
more truly a measure of restriction 
than of conscription. It has re- 
| stricted, and not enlarged, the 
|stream of reinforcements. It re- | 
stricted the raising of reinforce- | 
ments unfairly to those sections of 
the country where local sentiment 
was favorable to compulsory ser- | 
vice.

As is well known, the Dominion 
Land Settlement Board consists of Ma- 
jor 8 Maher, C. Roland and Major E 
J. Ashton This Board appointed a 
representative in each of the prairie 
provinces,--Major Shore administers 
the Act in Manitoba and Major Fane 
administers the Act in Alberta, With 
the exception of the Pouce Coupe, 
British Columbia owns her own lands, 
so that province handles its own 
scheme of settling soldiers on the land. 

Mr. Dunlop has his office at 809 Mc- 
Callum & Hill Block, Scarth Street, 
Regina. He took over his office in 
April, and since then he has been per- 
fecting his office system and assisting 
Saskatchewan's returned soldiers to! 
get established on farms of their own 
He has been busy because loans to the! 
value of over 220,000 have been 
granted through his office to soldier 
settlers, 250 loans have already been 
considered through his office, and of 
these approximately 170 have been ap 
proved, 32 of these were granted to 
settlers on the Dominion Land district 
of Swift Current, 24 to settlers in the 
Battleford district, 37 to settlers in the 
Prince Albert district, 46 to settlers in 
the Saskatoon district, and 31 to mset- 
tlers in the Moose Jaw district. The 
soldiers, therefore, are being scattered 
pretty well all over the province,
